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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . Figure 1C, 2A-2F should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header 
(as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: description of figures 
4-6 should read ratios; in page 10, line 30 should read 1000 A. However, the specification has 
not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence of all possible minor errors. 
Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become 
aware in the specification. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 15 and 25 are objected to because of the following informalities: it is not clear 
what Applicants want to claim when using the expression Li+L 2 -W. 

4. Claims 10-14, 16-21, 29-31, 37-47 are objected to because it is unclear to what "first 
one" and "second one" the claims are referring to. Is it referring to the edge, to the electrode 
fingers or to the bus bars? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 1-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 9-260993 to 
Yamanouchi. 

Yamanouchi teaches a surface acoustic wave device comprising first and second sets of 
interdigital electrodes (2, 3) deposited on a piezoelectric substrate (1), wherein the first comb 
electrodes are connected to a first bus bar and the second comb electrodes are connected to a 
second bus bar (2a, 2b), wherein the first comb is a positive electrode and the second comb is a 
negative electrode. Yamanouchi discloses a dielectric coating covering at least a portion of the 
electrodes and a portion of the gap formed between the electrodes. 

It should be noted that the structure disclosed in Yamanouchi is the same as that of the 
present invention; therefore a lateral field excitation should be expected. 

With regards to claims 2-7, the general limitations claimed are anticipated by the prior 

art. 

With regards to claim 8-9, it is inherent in the prior art that the electrodes must be 
composed of a conductive material. 

With regards to claims 10-21, the prior art teaches the dielectric coating covering part of 
the electrode and covering part of the gap formed between the electrodes. It is not clear what the 
applicants mean by "all of second one". 
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With regards to claims 21-29, Figures la, 4 and 5 show the dielectric coating strip 
covering the electrode edges and overhanging ledges. 

With regards to claims 31-47, the method of exciting the piezoelectric device is inherent 
in the device itself and therefore, rejected based on the teachings of Yamanouchi as explained 
above.
